It Is refreshing to come to this book 
of God’s wisdom for man’s ignorance 
ev en once a year. 
More frequent v is­ 
its would be better, but we are thank­ 
ful that a temperance lesson brings 
us here occasionally, ev en t hough"" it 
brings us to the same portion ev ery 
time. 
Those who study the lessons 
with us regularly will remember that 
we see here by contrast the Man of 
Sorrows, who suffered in our stead, 
wounded for our transgressions, with­ 
out any cause on ilis part, as the only 
one who can sav e a drunkard or any 
other kind of sinner. 
Looking upon 
Him as the bitten Israelite in the wil­ 
derness looked upon the brazen ser­ 
pent, the helpless, dying one receiv es 
life, and, continuing to behold Him at 
the right hand of God for us, we be­ 
come changed into Ilis image until, 
when we see Him face to face, we 
shall be like Ilim. 
Continually beholding Him and con­ 
sidering TIis lov e, which is better than 
wine, we are constrained by Ilis lov e 
to liv e no longer unto ourselv es, but 
unto Him who died for us and rose 
again (II Cor. v , 14, 15). 
As the eye 
affecteth the heart and the heart walk- 
eth after the eyes (Lam. iii, 51; Job 
xxxi, 7), so as we consider Ilim we 
will be found walking in Ilis steps to 
His glory. 
Contrast Noah and his wine and 
drunkenness and shame, Dav id and 
his idleness and his looking upon what 
was not his with his consequent sin, 
Aehan and his confession, “I saw, I 
cov eted, I took,” and away back to 
Ev e and her confession, or, rather, to 
that which is written of her, “The wo­ 
man saw that the tree was good for 
food and that it was pleasant to the 
eyes and a tree to be desired to make 
one wise, and she took of the fruit 
thereof and did eat.” Had she been 
occupied with Him who gav e her all 
things richly to enjoy she would not 
hav e been ensnared by the enemy. So 
it has been ev er since. 
As one has 
said, “He has made us for Himself, 
and our souls are restless till they rest 
in Him.” 
Where lie is not known it 
must be a greater or less manifesta­ 
tion of the world, the flesh and the 
dev il in one form or another—the 
card table, the theater, the horse race, 
gambling, drunkenness and all the 
lesser forms of idolatry, for whatev er 
takes the place of God in the heart is 
an idol. 
Howev er much of suffering 
these things may bring, the cry of the 
unsatisfied heart 
is: 
"When shall I 
awake? I will see It yet again.” It 
is not to be wondered at that the peo­ 
ple of this world who hav e no knowl 
edge of God should so heartily enter 
into the serv ice of their master, the 
dev il, and enjoy to the utmost the 
pleasures of sin for a season, but what 
can be said of those who bear the 
name of Christ and ev en stand in the 
pulpit as His messengers and yet 
think it not wrong to gratify their 
carnal minds with cards and the thea­ 
ter and the nov el and such like? The 
least that can be said Is that they nei­ 
ther talk nor act like him who said: 
“What hav e I to do any more with 
idols? 
I hav e heard Him a ml observ ­ 
ed Him. 
I am like a green fir tree” 
(Hos. xiv , 8 ). They cannot sing: “Thou 
O Christ, art all I want. 
More than 
all In Thee I find.” 
Then there are 
those who do not indulge iu openly sin- j 
ful things, but are simply wise In their 
own conceit, cultured, refined, intel­ 
lectual, religious, but unbeliev ing. 
Of 
such it is written, “They are drunken, 
but not with wine; they stagger, but 
not with strong drink” (Isa. xxix, 9). 
The strange thing is that it is possible

There are those who are seeking to 
put down the drink traffic, to close the 
saloons, to stop all ev il, to purify the 
earth by their efforts, but there is only 
One who can do this, and it shall be­ 
come a reality in His time and way.

To pic.—The Christian graces — I Pet. iv , 
7-11; Co l. iv , 6. 
Co mment by Rev . Sher­ 
man II. Do y le, D. D. 
The word “grace” is used in sev eral 
senses in the gospel. 
First and fore­ 
most it is the free and unmerited fa­ 
v or of God, as when Paul says in 
Eph. ii, 8 , “By grace are ye sav ed, 
through faith, and that not of your­ 
selv es; 
it is the gift of 
God.” In the 
second 
place, grace is used 
to des­ 
ignate 
an adorning attribute of the 
Christian life, such as faith, hope and 
lov e, with the number of other v irtues 
that 
should 
characterize 
the 
true 
Christian character. 
In 
this sense the 
apostle Peter uses it whou he says 
“Grow in grace,” or in the Christian 
graces (II Pet. iii, 18 ). 
It is in this 
sense that we are to study of grace— 
that is, as it applies to the qualities of 
Christian character and is designated 
by our subject, “The Christian Graces.” 
In the topical references we hav e in­ 
junctions concerning certain Christian 
graces by the two greatest of apostles, 
Peter and Paul. Let us therefore con­ 
sider these exhortations and 
lieed 
them. 
The apostle Peter speaks of certain 
Christian graces from the angle of the 
coming of Christ. 
Like the other 
apostle, Peter looked for a speedy re­ 
turn of the Master. This was an error 
so far as Christ’s second coming was 
concerned. 
“The end of all things is 
at hand,” he declared and emphasized 
the v irtues appropriate to such a con­ 
dition. 
Blit it was not for Peter “to 
know the times and seasons,” uor is it 
for us, but we do know that our time 
is short and, abov e all, uncertain. 
These graces, therefore, should be a 
constant possession. 
They should at 
all times be a part of our liv es. From 
this standpoint lie first emphasized the 
grace of soberness or self restraint. 
“Be ye therefore sober.” 
Hold your­ 
selv es in self restraint. 
The Thessa- 
lonian Christians had become greatly 
excited ov er the thought of Christ’s 
coming, had neglected their work and 
become idlers, and many others when 
He did not come disbeliev ed and gav e 
free reign to their passions and appe­ 
tites. 
The thought of our short and uncer­ 
tain time in this life should guard us 
against each one of these extreme er­ 
rors. It should inspire us to soberness 
of thought and life at all times. We 
should quietly liv e our liv es, no mat­ 
ter when the time is at hand, and 
should av oid sin and its excesses. This 
soberness should be unto prayer or as­ 
sociated with praj’er. “Be sober unto

Again, the gifts or graces bestowed 
upon us by the Spirit, who is the di­ 
v ine source of Christian graces, should 
be imparted to others. Let us remem­ 
ber that the time is short, that the end 
may be near at hand, and practice the 
graces and v irtues that will best be- 
ojme us when the hour of our depar­ 
ture does arriv e. 
Paul speaks of Christian grace in 
only one relation, that of speech, “Let 
your speech be always with grace, 
seasoned with salt, that ye may know 
how ye ought to answer ev ery man.” 
Grace in speech means graciousness, 
winsomeness. Salt is pungent, but if 
words of grace are seasoned with salt 
the speech is sweetened. It is the only 
method of speech to impress the non- 
Christian. 
“A soft answer turneth 
away wrath,” and kindly spoken, gra­ 
cious words win men for Christ, and 
“he that winneth souls is wise.”

J ust what has the Business Men’s 
Association of Rushville accomplish­ 
ed 
since its 
organization 
several 
weeks ago and what will it accom­ 
plish in the future? 
The Association as the minutes of 
every meeting will show 
has done 
nothing with one ex ception. 
It has 
♦made such maneuvers that the wages 
of the man in charge of the hitch 
rack have been increased so that he 
will attend to the horses driven by 
country people and perhaps one oth­ 
er thing—it has, after a conference 
with the city officials, decided that a 
max imum fee of six -dollars a day 
shall be charged transient peddlers on 
the streets of the city . 
Can they point with pride to their 
past record? 
Can they say that the 
fruits of their labor are something 
tangible, something which may later 
bring something for the betterment of 
Rushville? 
Can they say in speaking 
of the meeting last night that we have 
a good factory proposition and are 
after it before our sister city is on 
the trail? 
Can they brag of their 
achievements since the 
association 
first had its beginning? 
No. Emphatically , no. 
A business man here is found who 
complains that it will take time to do 
this 
and that 
thing, we must 
be 
patient and fortune will favor. 
For­ 
tune will favor no man who does not 
go in search of it and then even it 
will not favor him unless he is just 
the least bit faster than his competi­ 
tor, who is seeking the same end. 
It 
is a struggle for ex istence among the 
small towns of Indiana or any other 
State for that matter and the one who 
lags behind, what is to become of it? 
The town that comes out of the rut, 
the town whose citizens and business 
—business men, for they are the ones 
who are more directly benefitted by 
industrial growth—it’s the one which 
is to reap the rewards of industrial 
activity . 


We can see ex amples all around us 
of cities which were once inferior to 
Rushville— and are now so far as 
natural 
resources are 
Concerned— 
have sprung up as in the night by the 
activity of 
their 
citizens—citizens 
who show by their actions that they 
were not originated in the dark ages. 
They have grown and have acquired 
what Rushville can also acquire by 
using the same 
receipt. 
The 
best 
name for the receipt can be ex press­ 
ed by the one word ginger. The coach 
when lie sends his winning team out 
on -the gridiron, pours that one in­ 
vective into their ears until they can 
hear the strains of it 
when they 
charge the line—ginger-ginger-ginger. 
And they accomplish something. 
But to the Rushville Business Asso­ 
ciation. .What has it accomplished? 
What have the citizens of the city 
done while towns and cities all around 
us have grown almost out of compre­ 
hension. They have lain inactive while 
the progressive business men of otiter 
cities have wax ed fat off the trade 
which they have drawn by their in­ 
cessant working and 
loosening of 
their purse strings. 
When there is 
nothing going out, it is an old adage 
that there will be nothing coming in. 
The fact that the census is about to 
be given out and has already been 
taken in all of our sister cities, per­ 
haps may tend to awaken some out of 
their lethargy . Shelby ville has almost 
doubled its population in ten y ears, 
New Castle has more than tripled its 
population in the last few y ears, Con- 
n^rsville has added several thousand 
to its number of inhabitants and Rich­ 
mond has also made a very noticeable 
gain. 
What has Rushville done in 
that time? 
She lias gained five hun­ 
dred or possibly one thousand in pop­ 
ulation in ten y ears. 
That is nothing 
more than the increase due to the ex ­ 
cess of births over 
deaths, if even 
that.
